him with illegal possession of a top-

Pentagon 
study

Department announced today. 
The complaint and warrant, filed 
in Los Angeles and disclosed in 
Washington early this morning, said 
Ellsberg had one 47-volume set and 
another 
18 
volume 
set of the 
documents. 
All 
but 
one 
were 
classified “ top secret." 
The documents held by Ellsberg 
were xerox copies and included 
“ descriptive 
text, 
cablegrams, 


memoranda, decision papers and 
other internal executive branch 
documents," the complaint said. 
The complaint was signed by U.S. 
Magistrate Venetta S. Tassopulos in 
Los Angeles and charged Ellsberg 
with unauthorized possession and 
failure 
to 
return 
top 
secret 
government 
documents. 
An affidavit filed with the warrant 
and signed by two members of the 
Rand Corp, said Ellsberg had 
access to the entire 47-volume study 
held by that firm and was given 
actual custody of 27 of the volumes 
“ at various times between October 
23. 1969 and April 7, 1970."

WASHINGTON (U PIi -The U.S. 
Supreme Court, joining a historic 
legal battle between the government 
and the press, summoned attorneys 
today 
for 
arguments 
over 
publication of material from a top 
secret Pentagon study of the origins 
of the Vietnam War. 
The Supreme Court voted 5 to 4 
Friday to review cases that grew 
out of a series of articles printed by 
the Times and The Washington Post 
from documents in the 47-column 
study, prepared during the later 
stage of the administration of Pres­ 
ident Lyndon B Johnson. 


Arguments were scheduled before 
the nine justices at 11 a.m. EDT 
today. There was no indication when 
the court would rule but court 
observers said it was possible the 
justices would work Sunday and 
issue a decision Monday. 
Both the Times and the Post 
announced 
Friday 
they 
would 
publish nothing further until a ruling 
is issued by the Supreme Court. The 
court’s opinion Friday allowed the 
newspaper to go ahead in today’s 
editions with publication of all 
material from the study that was 
not designated in the government’s 


“ special appendix" of material it 
wants suppressed. 
But Benjamin C. Bradlee. the 
Post’s executive editor, said Friday 
night 
the 
government's list of 
unapproved 
documents 
“ is 
so 
substantial as to make it impossible 
for us to decide what we could 
print.” 
It was the first case to come 
before the Supreme Court involving 
any court’s authority to restrain the 
press from publishing news stories 
which the government deems a 
threat to national security. 
The government was leading off 
today with the argument that any 
disclosure of the information in the 
appendix 
would 
prejudice 
the 
national 
interest. 
Government 
lawyers contended in lower court 
hearings the papers were stolen in 
violation of the Espionage Act. The 
government was given one hour to 
present its case. 


Lawyers for the Times and the 
Post were given one-half hour each 
to say why, in the interests of a free 
press, the newspppers should be 
allowed to continue publication of 
their series.

door and said to Edgar 
Smith: “ Well, you may as 
well phone over for the bail 
money and get out of here." 
Sm ith 
lunged 
to 
the 
t e l e p h o n e 
in 
t h e 
antechamber of the federal 
detention center at Newark 
and called a friend who was 
standing by with the bond. 
As Smith talked joyfully 
another telephone rang in 
his friend’s office. It was 
Smith’s lawyers calling in 
from 
Philadelphia. 
The 
Court of Appeals had just 
now reversed the judge who 
had 
ordered 
bail 
to 
be 
granted beginning at 1:15 
that afternoon. Smith was 
returned to the cell and, the 
next morning, driven back 
to 
the 
death 
house 
at 
Trenton, to log yet more 
days and 
nights on 
the 
record 
he 
has 
already 
established as the longest 
inhabitant of a death cell in 
American history. 


He 
was 
not permitted 
direct access to the press, 
but a reporter, dogging a 
story that had made the 
front pages all over the 
United States and Canada 
got hold of the driver who 
took 
Smith, 
handcuffed, 
back to Trenton. He asked 
him what had been Smith’s 
reaction 
to 
this 
sudden, 
drastic reversal of fortunes. 
The 
driver 
replied 
that 
Smith had not said anything 
at all. Thus he reinforced 
the general impression of 
him as a man of infinite 
imperturbability. He is in 
fact otherwise. 


“ Ho! ho! ho! " - he 
wrote a friend a month ago, 
when the judge found so 
dramatically 
in 
Smith’s 
favor, voiding the sentence 
that odered him to the chair 
in the spring of 1957 — “ Be 
it ever so humble, there’s no 


place 
like 
the 
winner’s 
circle! Thanks very much 
for your phone call to the 
Warden giving the news of 
his 
legal 
victory. 
My 
mother was here at the 
time. I think she set the 
world’s record for the high 
j u mp 
fr om 
a 
s e a te d 
position!" 
Edgar Smith’s formidable 
constituency 
are 
now 
writing 
to ask questions 
about' the future of Smith, 
and to express indignation 
at the tantalizing reversal 
by the court of the decision 
to permit Smith to go out on 
b a i l . 
T h e 
p e r s o n a l 
disappointment is no doubt 
exhaustive. But judges are 
not 
engaged 
to 
make 
compassionate judgments: 
their job is to do their best 
to apply the law as they 
understand it. It iS" up to 
chief executives to apply 
clemency, 
but 
they 
are 
seldom willing to move until 
the legal situation is finally 
clarified. What, then, of the 
future? 
On July 14, the Court of

If the Supreme Court then 
upholds Smith, New Jersey 
has said they will try him 
afresh, without the use of 
the

material. If there is such a 
trial — please take my word 
for it — Smith will be 
vindicated. 


If 
the 
Supreme 
Court 
upholds a reversal, that is 
the end of the line for Smith. 
At 
this 
point. 
Smith’s 
m o t h e r 
h a v i n g 


impoverished herself years 
ago to provide legal fees, 
the need is desperate for 
funds. 
S m ith ’s 
heroic 
lawyers 
have 
bankrupted 
the 
art 
of 
philanthropy. 
Even so, they are eager to 
continue to help Smith, to 
whose vindication they are 
pledged: but money has got 
to be found to pay costs 
Smith's earnings as a writer 
are insufficient, as are also 
the 
contributions 
of 
his 
personal friends. 
Several years ago, taking 
pity on the extraordinary 
plight of Smith, a Quaker 
group volunteered to accept 
contributions 
to 
Smith's 
legal defense fund, thereby 
making them deductible for 
tax purposes, and to turn 
over 100 per cent of the 
proceeds to the lawyers.

He cashed’s dummy’s ace 
of spades, continued with the 
six-spot and finally stopped 
to think. It was too late. If he 
ruffed low, West would over­ 
ruff. If he ruffed high, West 
would be sure of a trump 
trick. 
South noted that he could 
have reached his hand by 
playing clubs, but felt that 
his play had been a better 
attempt. 
He was right about that, 
but if only he had thought a 
little at trick three he would 
have made his c o n t r a c t . 
There was no hurry about 
that club discard. He should 
have c h u c k e d his 10 of 
spades!

CANTON — ( NEA»- As a 
reporter, who in 30 years has 
covered some of the major 
battles of World War II, his­ 
torical events such as the 
trials of Petain and Laval 
and lesser happenings. I am 
still totally unprepared for 
the impact which my tour 
of China has on mind and 
body. 
No one who has made the 
trip into this vast and mys­ 
terious country could have a 
different reaction unless he 
were insensitive or blind to 
what he saw around him. 
One u n d e r s t a n d s the 
ground rules before he enters 
across 
the 
S h u m 
Chum 
Bridge from Hong Kong. We 
see China as our hosts want 
us to see it 
And in a way that is the 
essential China—the factory 
and school officials incap­ 
able of talking in anything 
but 
slogans, 
the 
seeming 
irrationality of the cultural 
revolution 
which they ap­ 
peared so glad to present to 
us, the kindergarten children 
blooming with health, chant­ 
ing the thoughts of Mao. 
As a reporter, whose prime 
interest has been in cover­ 
ing business and industry 
over the past few years, it 
is natural that I look tor 
t h o s e 
s i g n s 
indicating 
China's 
economic 
growth 
The signs. I am discovering, 
are all there m the factories 
visited and in the wide range 
ol industrial and consumer 
products on display for for­ 
eign buyers at the Canton 
Trade 
Kail 
and 
on 
the 
shelves ol her department 
stores 
As in the case ol any de­ 
veloping nation, China un­ 
doubtedly suffers from short­ 
comings in 
her industrial 
know-how although these are 
not immediately apparent to 
the visitoi 
Bui against any 
such shortcomings must be 
weighed the bustling vitality 
ot the workers, their intense 
individual 
purposefulness 
combined with at least out* 


Although symphony orchestras in a few major cities 


may play Beethoven, traditional folk music is the 


prevalent mode for most Chinese. Students in a 


Shanghai concert, wearing the fam iliar "M ao ” uniform, 


perform on Chinese-produced instruments 


wardly harmonious coopera­ 
tive relations within small 
groups and all shot through 
with evident energy and zeal 


Any examination of the 
Chinese economy cannot af­ 
ford to overlook the impor­ 
tance of the private and 
semiprivate undertakings of 
individual entrepreneurs de­ 
spite condemnations by Red 
Guards. A substantial part, 
for example, of the peasants' 
livelihood 
is 
drawn 
from 
their private plots and do­ 
mestic handicrafts. The pro­ 
duce from these, too, forms 
the mainstay of the rural 
markets. 
There are an estimated 
several million private enter­ 
prises in China today. Most 
of these are small, often one- 
man concerns. In addition, 
many officially recognized 
handicraft cooperatives are 
family workshops 
While changes have taken 
place in the structure of such 
businesses and their relation­ 
ship to the state, I was told 
that new businesses, espe­ 
cially restaurants, have been 
opened as joint state-private 
concerns from the beginning. 
In these the private element 
is likely to be to the fore, 
with the manager-proprietor 
being in effect the conces­ 
sionaire of the state. Admin- 


istrative control for this type 
of business does not appear 
to exist and the likelihood is 
that many businesses of this 
type are subject to less state 
control than are their coun­ 
terparts in the United States. 
Although rigidly controlled 
by the central government, 
and used as an instrument 
for shaping and controlling 
the economy. China’s bank­ 
ing system performs many 
of the services which one ex­ 
pects a commercial bank in 
the United States to provide 
Loans, 
for 
example, 
are 


made for financing a wide 
range of enterprises consid­ 
ered important to the econ­ 
omy. including for agricul­ 
tural 
and 
industrial 
pur­ 
poses Some loans reportedly 
are made available to fam­ 
ilies for building homes espe­ 
cially m areas hard hit by 
natural or other kinds of dis­ 
asters. 
The government continual­ 
ly exhorts its people to save 
money on which they 
.»e 
paid up to about 3 per cent 
interest. As a Chinese wom­ 
an living in a commune out­ 
side Canton proudly told me, 
she and her family save 
about 10 per cent of their 
monthly income They saved, 
she said, b e c a u s e Mao 
"wants 
us 
to p r a c t i c e 
thrift ” 
During the cultural revolu­ 
tion of 1966 69. however, the 
Red Guards forced the gov­ 
ernment to stop paying in­ 
terest on savings Last No­ 
vember 
interest 
payments 
were resumed with retroac­ 
tive payments being made to 
those who lost interest on 
their savings during the up­ 
heaval 
Although stability and or­ 
der have returned to China 


following the convulsive out­ 
breaks of the cultural revo­ 
lution, the occasional out? 
breaks 
of violence 
whictf 
take place between the fol­ 
lowers of Chairman Mao andP 
the deposed head of state; 
Liu Shao-chi. are reminders- 
that deep areas of dissatis­ 
faction still remain among 
segments of the country’s 
800 
m i l l i o n 
population. 
Phrases 
like 
“class 
ene­ 
mies,” 
“counterrevolution­ 
ary elements” and “ sabo­ 
teurs” still appear in edi­ 
torials of the Chinese press.- 
condemning those who do noj 
conform to official policies 
The almost hypnotic fervoy, 
which I saw displayed by 
hundreds of thousands of 
young Chinese massed in 
Peking’s ancient and dusty, 
Tien An Men Square to pay- 
homage to Chairman Mao? 
was indeed an unforgettable, 
and emotional experience;: 
Still there are many others- 
who risk their lives eaclj, 
year to make their way’ 
along the escape routes by 
land and sea to Macao an 
Hong Kong. 


(In the first four months of 
this year 
more 
than 350 
young 
Chinese 
m e n 
and 
women 
who had 
escaped 
from the mainland were ar­ 
rested 
as 
“illegal 
immi­ 
grants” by the Hong Konsf 


police. This was a 75 per. 
cent increase over the num-' 
ber arrested on the same 
charge in the same period a 
year ago.) 
While China has her share 
of imperfections and domes­ 
tic dissenters, her efforts to 
distract tne attention of visi­ 
tors from them serve only tt> 
distort the true picture of her. 
accomplishments 
In 
its 
place, the outside world is 
presented with a view of a’ 
gigantic slab of humanity 
under tightly centralized con 
troi. whose ideas are based 
on certain highly simplified* 
slogans 
Perhaps with the passage, 
ol time and as she becomes 
more comfortable about the 
presence of visitors within 
her borders. China will fur­ 
ther let down the bars that 
still exist between the out-, 
sider and the Chinese There 
is still another China to be 
found among her people who 
make her the great nation 
she has always been, and 
who live and die beyond the 
notice of the outside world, 
than that presented to those
